forces should fight to the death rather 
than submit to the terms insisted on 
by the rebels, and one speaker depict- 
ed the horrors of negro domination 
which 
would result, he said, from 


the threatened 
Liberal ascendancy 


brought about with the alleged assist- 
ance of the United States. Some of 
the most radical asserted that ,tho 
government has plenty of dynamite in 
Havana which should be used to pre- 
cipitate those international complica- 
tions that accrue from the destruction 
of foreign property.

nent men said that by using dynamite 
they could bring about intervention 
by Germany, or perhaps by Great Brit- 
ain,* while others declared that they 
knew that the foreign diplomats here 
would favor such a course, and it'was

German bank a,nd the damaging of 
English railroad property would goon 
result in European intervention. Cer- 
tain American properties were spe- 
cifically mentioned as convenient for 
such attacks.
